BAIL BOND PROBLEMS. 


The crime commission, through its secretary, Mr. 


i| Chamberlin, has given out a study of the bai] bond 


evil which ought to bring about some needed re- 
forms. The bail bond evil is one of the worst that 
afflict the administration of criminal! justice in this 
community and is a wide open door to its scan- 


dalous evasion. , ; 


Obviously a bail bond that is not ddllectible is 


(worthless and amounts to an invitation to the 


criminal to escape. Yet Mr. Chamberlin reports 
that there is in Cook county approximately $5,000,- 
000 worth of forfeited ball bonds which remain un- 
collected. 


He accounts for this chiefly by the repeal of 
the bail bond statute which was in force as late a+ 
1919. That law made a bail bond a lien on the real 
estate scheduled by the bondsman and since its 
repeal it has been practically impossible for the 
state’s attorney to recover. upon these forfeitures. 

It would be illuminating to show how such a 
law got repealed. Who brought about the repeal 
and how? We suspect a clarification of that quiet 
event would give thé citizen a striking lesson in 
the relations of organized criminality to politics. 

Mr. Chamberlin reports the admirable results 
following the establishment by Mr. Crowe of a 
bond approval department, but he asserts that of 
late there has appeared’ a tendency 6n the part of 
some of the judges to accept bonds without refer- 
ence to the state’s attorney and also to accept short 
schedules.

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12 DERBY NAGS RACE 
TODAY AT LOUISVILLE 


BY FRENCH LANE. 

Louisville, Ky., May 8.-=-(Special.]— 
Racing followers from the four cor- 
ners of the country were pouring into 
Louisville today for the opening of 
the spring season at Churchill Downs 
tomorrow. It is the season of the 
5ist Kentucky derby a week later and 
the advance guard of derby visitors, 
coming earlier this year than usual, 
promises to swell the first day crowd 
to record proportions. 

To give the inaugural a bit of derby 
color an even dozen of the leading 
western candidates for the $50,000 race 
have been named in the overnight 
entries as starters on tomorrow's pro 
gram. “Nine have been tossed into 
the $10,000 added Clark handicap 
against the best aged horses in Amer- 
ica while three have deen nominated
